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Ac a result of negotiations auooeeafully concluded by the Klnietry of For- 
eign trade USSR and the trade delegations of Poland, Bulgaria, and Rumania, 
protocols were signed In January 19*9 for an exchange of goods In 19*9 between 
the UBSR and these countries. An agreement on commodity trrde and payments In 
194$ between USSR and Rumania, and an agreement on the granting of technical 
assistance to Rumania were also signed. 

Commodity trade planned for 19*9 between USSR and the above -cited coun- 
tries exceeds that of 19*8. 

The planned voltmm of ocmodlty trade between USSR and Poland in 19*9 will 
Inore&se by 55 percent In comparison with the level of yearly delivery by the 
agreement on exchange of goods for the period 19*8-1952, signed 26 January 19*8. 
the Talus of the goods to be delivered In 13*9 by each party will amount to 
about 7X5 million rubles, not Including the value Of the equipment supp lied by 
the Soviet Union to Poland according to the credit agreement, jhe USSR will 
supply Poland with cotton. Iron, manganese, chrome ore, trucks, tractors, agri- 
cultural machines, petrolem products, chemicals, and other comoditles. Poland, 
for its part, will supply the NB8B with coal, railroad rolling stock, ncnfarrous 
and ferrous metals, textiles, sugar, and other ccewoditiee . 

Qeneral ocnodlty trade between UBSR and Bulgaria will increase by 20 per- 
cent in 13*9 In comparison with 19*8, not Including the value of the equipment 
supplied by tee Soviet Union to Bulgaria aooarding to the credit agreement t 
Bulgaria will Import frod the UBSR petrols wt products, cotton, ferrous and 
nonferrous metals, machine tools, tractors, trucks and synthetic fertiliser. 
Bulgaria will supply the Soviet Jtolan with tobacco, lead end sine concentrates, 
copper ore, and cement. 

trade between the UBSR and Rumania will be Increased in 19*9 by 2j times 
ae compared with 19*8. The value of the goods to be delivered In 19*9 by each 
party will be about *65 million rubles, the Soviet Uhlan will supply Russula 
with industrial equipment, truck?, mstala, agricultural machines, iron ore, coke, 
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cotton, seed, and other commoditise, The Soviet Union will take ordere from 

Rumania for industrial equipment which requires a long term in manufacture. 
Technical assistance will he given in the construction of enterprises end in 
the production of new types of machines. Rumania will supply the USSR with 
petroleum products, timber, locomotives, railroad cars, barges, chemicals, 
meat products and consumers 1 goods . 

Trad e between the USSR and Czechoslovakia in 19^9 will be increased by 
more than b5 percent as compared with 19**$* according to an agreement con- 
cluded in December 19^8 between the government of USSR and the Czechoslovak 
government delegation, headed by A. Zapotocky, Chairman of the Council of 
MihlstefB of Czechoslovakia, The boviet Union will assist in the develop- 
ment of Czechoslovak production and in the restoration of the Czechoslovak 
economy by delivering necessary raw materials for industry, industrial 
equipment, especially machines for heavy machine building, construction, 
timber, mining industries, etc., by increasing and expanding technical 
collaboration, and granting loan© in gold and free currency. Czechoslo- 
vakia will supply the Boviet Union with petroleum, railroad equipment, ana 
textile goods. 

Trade between the USSR and Hungary will be doubled in 19^9, according 
to an agreement concluded between these countries in October 19^8* 

In addition to an ^ expaaeion of commodity trade between the USER and 
the peoples' democracies, significant success has also been achieved In the 
development of oihur forma of economic collaboration. This collaboration 
has taken the f orms of an exchange of technical experience end a granting 
of technical assistance, the foundation of mixed trade boards, the organiza- 
tion of exhibitions, the establishment of mixed societies, etc. Thanks to 
the application of a polioy of increased economic collaboration, the peo- 
ples* demo cr ac ies and the TIFflft have made possible an acceleration in the 
restoration and development of their own national economy c 

By supplying the peoples* democracies with capital equipment, machines, 
and machine tools, the Boviet Union is promoting the industrialization of 
these countries. This assistance is not only acknowledged by our friends, 
but also even those elements which csnnot be suspected of harboring any sym- 
pathy toward the Soviet Union and the peoples 1 democracies must now acknowl- 
edge It. The organ or the Snglish Conservatives, the newspaper The Times, 

In the 22 December 19^8 issue, noted the great extent of the assistance which 
the Soviet Union has given to the industrialisation of the countries of 
Eastern Surope. 

Because the United States and the western European countries were 
boycotting the Soviet Uhlan and the peoples' democracies, a conference was 
held to die oust the possibility of organising broader economic collaboration 
between the peoples' democracies and the USSR. Tbs conference deolded to eet 
up a Council of 2c atomic Mutual Assistance, made up of the representatives 
of the countries participating at the conference, which could bo Joined by 
other E ur o p ean countries sharing the principles of the Council and desiring to 
participate in greater economic collaboration with the above -Lent icned countries. 
In February, Albania was admitted as a member.
